BOARD HAD BEEN' SET. 


The McCorda board was set against

At the present 
day. with all the increased advantages 
and improvements, with millions of dol- 
lars represented by the school buildings 
aud equipment with 
all. the practical 


adaptations that progress has brought 
forth, $800 teachers fill the some posi- 
tions. 


If the teachers were day laborers or 


even skilled mechanics they might union- 
ize. 
But that any step approaching un- 


ionism among the educational professidn- 
would be met with universal disapprov- 
al among the association 
members is 


readily 
admitted. Tlie 
teachers 
can 


make no'united stand for better salaries, 
but must work patiently toward effect- 
ing as much of a change in the condi- 
tions as is possible. 


•Fifty-five per cent of tlie high school 


teachers in Wisconsin occupied new posi- 
tions this year. That is to say, more 
than one-half of the entire number of 
high school assistants employed in this 
state shifted from one position to an- 
other. What is the cause of this? 


The state authorities, who have com- 


piled these statistics, arc inclined to the 
belief that the failure of tiie -teachers to 
retain their positions from one year to 
another is due to the fact that insuffi- 
cient salaries, are paid. 


In the western states millions of dol- 


lars are spent every year 
better school facilities. The devices that 
answered a certain purpose u score of 
years ago are supplanted by new and im- 
proved apparatus and processes. The 
old maps and charts and books would 
not be given a moment's consideration 
at the present time. Improvement is 
demanded, and at 
ix proportionate in- 


crease of expense. But while the same 
improvement is demanded in the qualifi- 
cations and ability of tho pedagogue un- 
der whose tutorship the students are 
placed, the salary remains 
practically 


the same as it was iu the dork ages. 


These are some of the arguments— 


but only a few of them—that are made 
by the members of the Wisconsin Teach- 
ers' association in the discussion of the 
wage question.

OPEKATOE'S BED LIGHT 


Latter Realirung Disaster Was In-

Catastrophe Occurred. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Dec. 28.— 


Eighteen identified dead and one' un- 
identified and thirty injured, is the re- 
sult of the railway wreck on the Pere 
Marquette, near East Paris, Saturday 
night. 


A warning signal light in the order 


board ot the McCorsJa, station, extin- 
guished by the high wind, sent train No. 
5, drawn by the big Chautauqua express 
engine, No. 397, speeding toward Grand 
Rapids to meet the fast local, No. 6, oh 
which is admittedly the fastest stretch 
of track on the Detroit division of the 
Pcre Marquette. 


Five cars and two magnificent Iqcoinq- 


tives were crushed and broken and com- 
pressed into a. space ordinarily occupied 
by three coaches, and the wreckage 
from fence to fence of the right of way, 
with injured,and 
dying' pinned and 


crushed under the fragments to freeze in 
the icy December wind. 


BOAKD HAD BEEN SET. 


The McCorda board was act against 


the flyer and the lamp was burning 
brightly tiro minutes before the fast 
train roared out of the cat. 


The operator rushed to tho door, won- 


dering that lie did not huar the air 
brakes and as he stepped to the platform 
the red tail lights of the flyer passed by 
in a irhirl of snow. Almost fainting, )ie 
dragged himself to the key an dsent the 
dread news to the dispatcher. 


There was but one action to take. The 


dispatchers office called for medical aid 
and gave orders to hold the train over 
the Saginaw branch at the depot and get 
the wrecking outfit under steam. Then 
they waited for the word they knew 
must come. 


IMPACT WAS TERRIFIC. 


There was no time to. think or act 


when the collision Uappen.ed. There was 
the flash of a headlight and then the air 
was rent with sounds of terrific impact 
while the explosion of Pintsch gas tanks 
was heard for miles around. The smok- 
er wn-» swept clean as,the,mail car tele- 
scoped it throughout its entire, length 
and turned over at the north side of the 
track. 


The smoker in turn crashed several 


feet into the parlor car and it was at 
the rear end of the smoker and forward 
end of the cafe car where all passengers 
were injured. From a space six feet 
square the bodies of two women, a boy 
sind a man were taken out by the second 
relief crew with the aid of hydraulic 
jacks

, Within twenty minutes after tlie ar- 
rival of tne second relief train with the 
tool car nnd steam crane, the bodies had 
been taken from the wreckage, each froz 
en stiff. 


The passengers, as one man, turned .in 


to assist the less fortunate.

ry dressed men dove into the .steaming 
Svreckage, smashed glass with bare fists 
nnd worked like trojaiis. 


According to statements made by offi 


ciols of the Pcre Mnrquettc, .the west 
bound train was traveling down grade at 
a rate ot sixty miles an hour. The east 
bound train was climbing a hill at a 
speed tt forty miles an hour. '. The form 
er curried probably seventy-five passen 
gers, while the latter is believed to havi 
oanicd at least 123. 


The boiler of engine No. 397 turned 


over several times, and the force of the 
twisting impact seems to have been the 
means of saving the life of Engineer 
Waterman. Ho was flung forty 
fee 


over the fence, at the edge of the right 
of wav, Moun, his ftreinnn, was sitting 
on the opposite side of the car, and he 
too. was thrown ckur of the pile o' 
wreckage.

Grand juries in different cities are tak- 


ing up the subject of contractors' com- 
bines, though it is questionable if any- 
thing to the purpose can be accomplish- 
ed. But it is certain union labor loses 
alwnys when it undertakes to help these 
contractors to plunder the general pub- 
lic. These illegal combinations bav« 
been made by material men and by con- 
tractors 
\vho, making exclusive con- 


tracts with labor unions, have been and 
arc now able to prevent those not in 
their organization from securing sup- 
plies, or labor either. Tf they have been 
able to secure goods, it has been as al- 
leged tit prices in excess of the market, 
and as for labor, they have been unable 
to employ union labor even if so. desir- 
ous. The disposition of courts to recog- 
nize the asserted rights of combinations 
to sell or not to sell to people just as 
they prefer, is unfortunate for the suc- 
cess of these grand jury investigations. 
But 
the legal principle that what- 


ever a firm may do not incorporated, or 
citizen outside a corporation, as to mak- 
ing choice of customers, as to selling or 
not, certainly should not apply to tlio 
creations of law, the corporation, wheth- 
er such corporation is of a public nature 
or private nature. Corporations 
are 


supposed to have certain privileges, or 
they would not be incorporated, and in 
return the laws should compel them to 
dispose of their goods and products to 
whoever will pay the prevailing market 
rates, if .the cash is tendered, on demand.

It seems the 
smaller dealers thought it a pity to burn 
up the beautiful Christmas trees look- 
ing so fine in their greenery, and so did 
not carry out their agreement, while the 
large dealers did theirs. The consequence 
was the trust agreement not to sell any 
tree for less than 
$2.00 fell to

ground and the prices fell down to 
seventy-five cents and no takers for the 
large stock yet remaining. It was the 
trust this time up the tree, not the pub- 
lic.

UNIONISM NOT FEASIBLE. 


Fifteen or twenty years ago when 


some of the oldest teachers now in. Mil- 
waukee arrived there 
the maximum 


salary paid a teacher outside of the 
pvincipalahip was $600. At the present 
day, with all the increased advantages 
and improvements, with millions of dol- 
lars represented by the school buildings 
aud equipment with 
all. the practical 


adaptations that progress has brought 
forth, $600 teachers fill the game posi- 
tions. . 


If the teachers were day laborers or 


even skilled mechanics they might union- 
ize. But that any step approaching ivn- 
ipnism among the educational professidn 
would be met with universal disapprov- 
al among the association members is 
readily 
admitted. The teachers 
can 


make no'united stand for better salaries, 
rat must work patiently, toward effect- 
ing as much of a change in. the condi- 
tions as is possible. 


Fifty-five per cent of the high school 


teachers in Wisconsin occupied new posi 
ions this year. That is to say, more 
ihan one-half of the entire number of 
high school assistants employed in this 
state shifted from one position to an- 
other. What is the cause of this? 


The state authorities, who have com- 


piled these statistics, are inclined to the 
>elief that the failure of the-teachera to 
retain their positions from one year to 
another is due to the fact that insuffi- 
cient salaries, are paid. 


In the western states millions of dol- 


ars are spent every year in providing 
>etter school facilities. The devices that 
answered a certain purpose a score of 
•ears ago are.supplnuted by new and im- 
M-oved apparatus and processes. The 
old maps and charts and books would 
not be given a moment's consideration 


the present time. Improvement is 


demanded, and at 
a proportionate in- 


crease of expense. But while the same 
nvprovemcnt is demanded in the qualifi- 
'ations and ability of tho pedagogue im- 
dcr whose tutorship the students are 
jlaced, the salary remains practically 
•he same ns it was in the dark ages. 


These are some of the arguments— 


but only a few of thorn—that are made 
by the members of the Wisconsin Teach- 
ers' association in the discussion of the 
wage question.
